During the first two weeks in June, the Zossen base camp held two motorized 
infantry regiments* one armored battalion with approximately 100 trucks end 
100 guns (not described)* and a reconnaissance battalion with an undetermined 
number of armored cars® 

In addition to the above units, Zossen is occupied by an infantry regiment 
which has been there since autumn 1947* These troops recently stated that 
they will be transferred elsewhere in July* to be replaced by troops coming 
from Siberia* 

Dependents of Zossen SMA officers have been advised to prepare for their re- 
turn to the USSR beginning IS August* Actual movements begin in September* 

Troops which evacuated Mnsdorf in late May were replaced by approximately 
6* 000 MVD troops in early June* In addition, 400 officers of various ranks 
are living in the Sport schule and commuting daily to the training area, where
